ANNAPOLI§ MIDSHIPMEN MUST 
BEHAVE OR NAVY DEPART- 
MENT WILL, GET 'EM.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 13,.—De- 
claring that the Navy Department 
‘will “go the limit” to uphold the 
authorities of the Naval Academy at 
‘Annapolis in their efforts to stamp 
out hazing at the institution, Secre- 
‘tary Daniels announced today that 
, instructions had been ‘ssued that no 
hazing would be tolerated and that 
j any number of midshipmen would 
j be dismissed if necessary to end the 
practice. 


“I would rather have 800 men at 
Annapolis who can obey orders than 
2200 who cannot,” said Mr. Daniels 
“When I came into the Navy De- 
partment there were only 800 stu- 
dents at the academy, and although 
there are 2200 now, the navy would 
survive if the number were reduced 
to 800 again. The presence ef in- 
subordinate midshipmen is not de- 
sired. Men who are being trained to 
give orders must first of all learn to 
i obey.” 

No new cases of hazing had been 
reported as a result of the investi- 
‘gation now being conducted under 
the direction of Rear Admiral 
Scales, Superintendent of the Acad- 
emy.

BUILDING BOOM. 


Operations Throughout State 
Extremely Active. 


New Industry Added in Pencil 
Factory at Flagstaff. 


Bar Association Meets and 
Discusses Ethics. 


(SPECIAL CORREAPONDENCE | 
PHOENIX, Nov. 11.—Building 
operations in Arizona are extreme- 
ly active, despite the slackening of 

mining work and production, 
An entirely new industry may be 


added, in a pencil-wood factory at 
Flagetaff, to handle juniper, which, 
in three varieties, is abundant at a 
slichtly lower altitude than that in 
which the pines are known. The 
wood of at least one variety is pro- 
nounced excellent for the purpose 

Safford has a new 100-barrel roll- 
er flouring mill. Chandler is to 
have a $460,000 ice plant, owned by 
H. J. Robichauf. At least a daz- 
en new long-staple and several 
short-staple gins were added dur- 
ing the summer to the cotton han- 
diing equipment of the larger val- 


leys. 
BIG AUDITORIUM. 
Work is being pushed on the big 
Shrine Auditorium, in Phoenix, 
which may be ready for the pro- 


posed inaugural ball early in Janu- 
ary. In sige it is 100x188 and it 
will cost about $130,000. The Ma- 
sonic Building on Central avenue 
has been sold, for $75,000, to Mose 
Drachman of: Tucson. Phoentx 
Elks are planning a iarge office 
bullding and clubhouse, to cost at 
least $200,000.

ATTORNEYS DISCUSS ETHICS. 
Led by George J. Stoneman, now 
of Los Angeles, but for years an at- 
terney in Phoenix, the main subjec’ 
for discussion at the annual banquet 
of the Arizona Bar Association here 
was that of “Ethics.”

PRICES IN UNITED STATES 
FACTOR IN TRADING. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 13.-—Despite 
the falling off of South America’s 
favorable trade balance with the 
United States, conditions in most 
Latin-American countries seem to be 
fundamentally sound, according to 
Acting Director Charles E. Herring 
of the Bureau of Foreign and De- 
mestic Commerce. 

“As the norma! market for raw 
materials on which the economic 
prosperity of Latin America de- 
pends is re-established, conditions 
there will right themselves,” Mr. 
Herring declared in a survey of 
trade conditions. 

“It is to be expected that as lower 
prices are definitely reached and 
consumers in the United States and 
elsewhere resume their normal pur- 
chases, the present slump in the 
market for South American raw ma- 
terials will be relieved by heavy 
purchases in the United States, Can- 
ada and other non-European coun- 
tries.” 

Anticipation of further price re-

Herring said, is an awkward factor 
in the situation. Furthermore, he 
added, the Latin-American importer 
in many cases is obliged to pay a 
premium of from 20 to 30 per cent 
en account of his depreciated cur- 
rency.

SCRAP MATERIAL 
CAUSE OF SCRAP. 


Name of Bay State Congress- 
man, is Mentioned. 


Delay Over Sale Caused Loss 
of Money, Claim. 


Walsh Committee Hears of 
Ship Operations. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

NEW YORK, Nov. 13.—The name 
of Rep ntative James A. Galli- 
van of Massachusetts was brought 
into testimony offered here today in 
the Walsh committee inquiry into 
the affairs of the United States Ship- 
ping Board. 

Robert E. Kline, special repre- 
sentative of the board's supply and 
sales department, was testifying as 
to methods used in disposal of sur- 
plus material. In the course of 
his testimony he described an effort 
on the part of his department tv 
procure what he said was an ad- 
vantageous contract for disposal of 
scrap material. A bid for its sale 
on a six months’ supply basis at a 
rate of 50‘cents a ton over the mar- 


ket price was accepted, rejected, 


., aceepted again and once more held 


up because an official in Washing- 
ton discovered he had acted with- 
out authority, he said. 
In the interim another form of 
bid had been offered. The second 
bidder alleged he had been dis- 
criminated against and, according 
to the witness, the board received 
from Mr. Gallivan a telegram com- 
plaining that this bidder, one of his 
constituents, had not been treated 
fairly. This first telegram, the wit- 
ness added. was soon followed by 
another which he termed sharp, 4de- 
manding an investigation and 
threatening to take the matter to 

floor of Congress. 

DELAY COST MONEY. 

The insistence of Mr. Gallivan, the 
witness said, no doubt caused the 
home office of the board to give the 
controversy over the “scrap” con- 
tracts quicker consideration. At any 
rate, he said, he forwarded to the 
hoard a complete file of the cage. 
The delay tn determining the suc- 
ceesful bider, however, cost the gov- 
ernment money, he declared, for at 
that time—-last June and July—the 
market for scrap material was much 
higher than it now is. 

Serap material sold by the board 
was disclosed by the witness's tes- 
timony to include everything from 
nnused parts, bolts, asbestos packing 
for steam pipes to even disearded 
uniforms of the guards used during 
the war to protect shipyards and 
He also described detalis of 
how this material was assembled, in- 
voiced and eventually sold. 

From shipyard materia!s and con- 
testa over confracts for “scrap” the 
hearing. in its closing hours today, 
drifted back to operations. 

DELAYS TO VESSELS. 

Capt. James A. McGregor of Bal- 
timore. now general manager for 
the South Atlantic Maritime Cor- 
poration. but formerly district agent 
for the Shipping Board at Sdvannah 
and Wilmington. was called. 

He related instances of delays to 
Shipping Board vessels, alleged in- 
terlocking operating organizations. 
delays in repairs to ships and con- 
gested harbors. which he said cost 
the Shipping Board money. Me aéd- 
mitted, however, that incidents simi. 
lar to those he described had oc- 
curred with private companies, but 
not te such an extent as they did 
with the government operations. 

He told of a shipment of resin 
from Savannah to Havana which 
could not be unloaded the latter 
port because of congestion. Its con- 
signee raised a vigorous complaint 
and he was paid for the resin by 
the steamship company which car- 
ried it with a check on Shipping 
Board fuwdse. 

The resin went with the ship 
from Havana to Buenos Aires, thence 
back to New York, thence to Balti- 
more and back to Savannah. where 
it was sold at a loss. The Shipping 
Board was reimbursed, but the point 
of the witness was that its funds 
were used without proper authority 

Methods of Shipping Board op- 
erators holding cargo for their own 
vessels, when board vessels operated 
by another line were available, was 
criticised by the witness. He alleged 
that this system caused a tie-up of 
cotton at Savannah last fall.

PCRT AU PRINCE, Nov. 13.— 
President Dartiguenave, in a state- 
ment today to correspondents, de- 
clared that if America desired the 
Haitians to consider the Haitian-

“The treaty,” the President said,

Hancock says, 
but domestics are still hard to find, it 
seems. In July and August, accord-

Angeleno of 
Tourists Are on Way. 


Automobile Parks Full from 
Atlantic to Rockies. 
Lack of Camping Facilities 
Here Given Emphasis. 


“The problem of caring for thou- 
sands of automobile tourists due to

It would create a policy of 
careful merchandising and not mere- 
ly dumping. According to the spe- 
cialist of the Consumers’ League in 
San Francisco the secret of true co- 
operation among consumers liies 
largely in the elimination of waste 
in food-handling and in practical 
merchandising. The average gro- 
cer is not a profiteer, but there is 
apt to be too many of him. For in- 
stance, in the Bay City there are 
more than 1200 groceries, or one to 
about every seventy families. One 
good-sized store cgn readily take 
care of from 400 to 100@ families. 
On one street there are eighteen 
groceries within two blocks. It is 
hardly possible for one of them to 
adopt a real merchandising policy; 
there is too much duplication. The 
consumers are paying the overhead 
for those eighteen stores when two 
or three would suffice. 

In eooperative marketing the 
producer can take care of all waste 
between himself and the wholesaler 
by having his own market system. 
But the consumer is the only per- 
son who can care for waste between 
the wholesaler and the consumer. 
He is the unfortunate one in a bad 
pystem. What is being developed 
and what is needed is a merchan- 
dising system whereby overproduc- 
tion of perishable foods can be 
placed before the consumer at the 
least possible cost and yet without 
loss to the produ¢er. The consumer 
is always willing to concede a rea- 
sonable profit to the producer, but 
he does not want to pay a fancy

Co-operation of the public tn the 
work of the City Health Department 
is earnestly asked for in the depart- 
ment’s monthly bulletin, published 
under the 4d ion of Dr. L. M. 
Powers, health commissioner. 

Communicable diseases always 
crease when the schools reopen in 
the fall. the bulletin says, and cases 
not reported are those which spread 
the contagions. Prompt reports to 
the health department, when sus- 
pected cases are not_under the care 
of physicians, will greatly reduce the 
amount of sickness in the city by 
making preventive measures possi- 
Die, it is declared. 

HEALTH CLASSES LAUDED. 

The bulletin lauds the fact that 
Clasees in health education have 
found their way into the schools, and 
says that because of the large num- 
ber of foreigners here, and of per- 
sons who do not read newspapers.

MUNITION PURCHASES. 

Japan's activity in transporting 
Asia's minerals, timber and food to 
the land of the Rising Sun have led 
to statements that her former status 
as a country il. prepared for war, 
because of lack of raw materials, is 
rapidly being overturned. In her ex- 
ploitation o is seen a strength- 
ening of the hands of the militarista, 


Of even more direct significance, 


Baron Hashali, new Ambassador of 
the Mikado to the Court of 8t. 
James, was asked the other day if an 
armed clash between Japan and the 
United States is possible. 

“Credits are unobtainable and war 
is impossible,’ was his reply. 

But at virtually the same time, 
American newspapers were publish- 
ing statements that Japan was buy- 
ing large quantities of shells, powder 
and other fighting materiais from En- 
glish and French makers, that Japan 
had placed orders for sixteen new 
war vessels, that more than a million 
dollars was to be spent for new forti- 
fieations on Tokio Bay and that other 
extensive naval and military expendi- 
tures were being made.

Commission of Japan. At the same 
time the Premier stated that the 
Mikado’s government was canvaas- 
ing mines, railways and shipping 
lines, with a view to co-ordination 
and control in “the event of an 
emergency.” So far as dispatches 
from Japan show, he did not indi- 
cate his opinion as to the prob- 
ability of “an emergency” arising 
or as to its possible nature. 

The sixteen war vessels were or- 
dered as a part of a program gall- 
ing for the completion of cight 
great battleships and eight huge 
battle cruisers by 1927. and for a 
large number of other craft. 

Moreover, if various reliable wit- 
nesses are to be belfeved, Japan is 
spending large sums to build a wall 
of fortifications between the United 
States and the Philippines. Con- 
greseman Dyer, who recently made 
an extended trip to the Orient, stat- 
ed last Thursday that continental 
America is being cut off rapidly 
from communication with the 
Philippines and all the Far East “by 
gigantic fortifications now being 
erected on the Caroline, Ladrone 
and Marshall islands, formerly 
owned by Germany, but awarded to 
Japan by the Peace Conference.” 
He characterized the island of Yap, 
Laiso in Japanese hands, as “the key- 
aoe of American trade in the Pa- 
cific.”

Stature with COlimate, the 
Amatiest Men Living in Desert. 


Habitually we think of Japanese 
as small men, and imagine a Rus- 
sian to be a tall man in a big great- 


enat. « 

The Englishman, according to 
yopular opinion, is supposed to be 
taller than a Freneh nm, much in 
the same way that a dog of the St. 
Hernagd or mastiff surpasses 
a terrier or a poodle. e common 
“lea is not so very far wrong, for 
measurements made by acientists 
show thaj differences exist between 
the average height of races of man- 
kind. Generally, stature varies be- 
tween 5 feet 4 inches and 5 feet 1° 
inches. Of really dwarf men, un- 
der 5 feet in height, there are few, 
chiefly the bushmen of South Africa, 
the dwarfs of New Guinea and the 
Le vianders. 

The tallest race in Europe is to 
be found in the United Kingdom, in 
the southwestern corner of Scot- 
land, where the average height is 
& feet 10 inch smen, on the 
whole, are a tall race, and on the 
average meas€re about 56 feet 8 
inchee This height is only equaled 
by the tall Polynesian and Ameri- 
fan Traces, 

Among the shortest men are the 
South Italians, Sicilians and Sar- 
flinians, where the usual Leight i« as 
low as 5 feet 2 inches or 5 feet 3 
inthes. The lowést average in En- 
gland is found in the southwestern 
Darts and in Walesa, ranging from 
& feet 6 inches to § feet 7%. inches. 
In Northumberland it rises to 5 feet 
* inches, and among the burly York- 
shiremen it even goes as high as 5 
feet @% inches. 

This leaves the nearest rivals on, 
the ceantinent far behind. Even the 
North Germans, Danes and Scandi-

talleat people there, only range from 
& feet 5 inches to 5 feet 7 inches. 
Frerchmen are generally smalier. 
measuring about 5 feet § inches, and 
4he Svaniards an inch shorter.

The Bushmen live in the 
kreat Kalahari Desert. the tall Poly- 
néesians on the Pacific Islands and 
entoy all the advantages nature can 
hestew. The Hottentots, of the 
*ame race as the Bushmen. but in- 
-habiting more fertile country, are 
appreciably taller. 

On higher ground the people are 
ngenealiv shorter, so that the Swiss 
and Central Europeans generally are 
«tocky rather than tall. Sometimer 
stature variee with the class of ren 
Varly emigrants to America before 
things were made easy by the steam- 
shiv companies were always taller 
than the-races from which they had 
*prung. They are picked men, ful’ 
of phvesieal vigor and courage. Sta. 
ture varies also according to pre- 
fession. About half the profession- 
al and ecclesiastical classes are tall 
men, buf only about one in ten of 
the cebblers, weavers and tailore 
reach the height of & feet 7 inches

One elud 
maw have for its ject the raising 
of pigs; another bread baking, can- 
ning or other kinds of housework. 
Colt clubs, calf clubs and othér live- 
stock ventures intergst boys. Such 
efforts have benefited the members 
themselves and brought about a dif- 
ferent feeling between father and 
son 

There was a day when boys 
worked on the farm because they 
were farmers’ sons. No wages were 
paid. ljoard and clothing were con- 
sidered sufficient. Spending money 
rarely came and, although the boy 


worked hard and long. he shared in 


none of the profits from his laber. 
The newer idea is to permit boys and 
girls to own live stock. Frequently 
they are able.to exhibit better calves, 
pigs or colts than their fathers have 
been able te raise. The boys and 
rirls learn to have a proprietary 
terest in the farm. Instead of coff- 
sidering the work a necessary evil, 
to be endured until such time ae 
they may migrate to the cities, they 
.come to view the land as the place 
where they had best remain.—([In- 
dianapolis News.

LOS ANGELES HARBOR, Nov. 
13.—With 800 tons of steel .con- 
signed to this port the steamer East- 
ern Merchant arrived here from 
Baltimore this morning.

within 500 feet of any forest, brush 
or grase-covered land, without first 
obtaining a permit from the County 
Fire Warder. his deputy or the State 
Fire warden.” 

LATITUDE ALLOWED. 

‘The ordinance allows latitude by 
stating that it shall not be neces- 
sary to obtain a permit for a small 


camptire which is at a safe dis- 
tance from lands covered with In- 
flammabje material, providing that 
it is extinguished with water and 
dirt before being left. Fires may 
also be started In a public road or 
railroad right of way When con- 
fined to small heaps or piles, and 
they may be allowed without permit 
in corrals and back yards, or in 
Plowed fields when fifty feet away 
from any woodland or inflammable 
brush or grass. It is also allow- 
able under the ordinance te set 4 
backfire near woodland or brush 
cover in order to prevent @n ap- 
proaching fire from gaining access 
to the hills. 

The ordinance also prohibits the 
maintenance of charcoal pits or the 
use of dynamite and other explo- 
sives within 100 feet of lands cov-

SEAL AND HORSE. .

cheering information gleaned from 
some recent experiments conducted 
by the Office of Home Economics 
the United States Department of 
riculture and set forth in a recent 
issue of The Journal of Industrial 
and Engineering Chemistry. 

The experiments were tried out 
with a view to ascertaining the 
amount of nourishment, such as pro- 
tein and fat, and the digestibility 
and the taste possessed by these 
unusual varieties of meat as com- 

with the more common 
cuts. The conclusion was that the 
food value of all four fully equaled 
that of more widely known fiesh. 

The teste were conducted on 
groupe of young university students. 
the men being in each case unaware 
of the meat being supplied. In each 
case the meat tested was chopped 
an4 cooked in the 
form of meat cakes. All went 
smoothly in every case. The men 
ate the well-balanced diet supplied, 
each meal being carefully planned, 
and no lll effects in the way of in- 
sufficient nutrition and indigestion 
were recorded. In every case the 
meat gave a similar amount of nour- 
diahment to that produced by more 
ordinary food and the men evinced 
symptom of enjoyment and

ficient supply @f horses, should horse 
meat become common an article 
of diet in the United States ag ft’ 
has been in Europe since the war: 
a large number may be had from 
ranches in Montana in carioad lots

satisfactory for ordinary _ purposes 
on account of undersize, inbreedin® 
or other deficiencies. Horse meat re- 
sembies beef very clotely. though '* 
is a deeper red in color. Incidentally 
a short manual was prepared dur- 
ing the war, for mees officers’ use 
ly value, of horse meat as 
food.

VITAL FACTOR. 


Proper Support for it Found 
Most Necessary. 

More Bearings Are Being Put 
in New Engines. 
Fifteen-Year-Old Car Siill 
Has This Feature. 


One of the most marked traits 
of motor design evident in the most 
recent cars to appear upon the mar- 
ket is the attention given to the 
support of the crankshaft. Several 
new cars of both six and eight cylin- 
der design feature one of the 
points of their motor the fact that 
the crankshaft is supported by a 
bearing on each side of each crank- 
shaft “throw.”

PAST HISTORY. 

“It te rather interesting, there- 
force, to remember that the first 
six-cylirder car built in America, 
the Franklin six of 1905, had as one 
of the features of its motor a crank- 


shaft with seven bearings, and that 


this feature has been retained in ev- 
ery Fianklin six built from that day 
to this.” declares Ralph Hamlin, 
Franklin distributor for Southern 
California. 

“Tt reflects great credit upon the 
engineering ability of the men who 
designed the Franklin that they rec- 
ogttized at that early date the bene- 
fite to be gained from a crankshaft 
with absolutely rigid support for its 
entire tength. Crankshaft ‘whip’ is 
one of the most annoyirg sources of 
motor vibration and loss.of power. 
It took the experience of bullding 
modern aviation motors to teach 
many manufacturers this lesson.

“When the average motorist 
thinks of speedometer, he clagses it 
as an instrument Jo be used only to 
give an accurate account of how 
fast he is traveling at the time he 
glances at it or after a long trip, to 
tell how many miles he has driven,” 
save Harry Unger. manager of the 
Los Angeles Stewart producte service 
station. “but the wise motorist, on 
the other hand, uses it equally as 
well to check how many miles he is 
getting to the gallon of gas‘or oil 
and the mileage his tires are giving. 

“Some motorists are of the opinion 
that there is only one model Stew- 
art speedometer, which is used on 
every verhicle.

Carl Haberlach, ma of the 
Tillamook county association, tn his 
recent report showed that the coun- 
ty has been able to make 6,091,259 
pounds of cheese in a year and that 
the output this year will be even 


ter. 
Tillamook creamery, in the town 
of Tillamook, last year made 719,638 
pounds of cheese, using 6,117,821 
pounds of milk, and the financial re- 
turns to the creamery amounted to 
$231,900. Maple Leaf came second 
with 676,683 pounds ef cheese for 
the year. The factories are scat- 
tered througheut the county, which 
is rich tn pasture lands, where the 


cattle graze.

The appointment of a State analyst to 
keep barnyard fertilizer free from impuri- 
ties will be urged on the next Legislature 
by the citrus growers of the south, as a 
resvit of the citrus institute beld recently 


at Anaheim. Prof. George P. Gray, fertil-|> 


izer expert of the State Department of Ag- 
riculture, told the growers it was strictly 
“up to them” to find means for stopping 
wholesale @dulteration of manure practiced 
by the persons selling it. There were 200 
growers present. 

Another feature of the institute was the 
address of Prof. H. 8. Woglum, entomolo- 
gist of the California Fruit Growers’ 
change. Prof. Woglum holds that the pres- 
ent dosage used in fumigation for black 
scale should be Increased, and cited some 
of his recent observations in support of 
his contentions. He urged the growers to 
be on the lookout at this time for an off. 
hatch of black scale. He advised that fu- 
migation be delayed until the latter part 
of November, when broods are in a more 
Susceptible stage as concerns reaction to 
fumigation.
